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IN  MEMORIAM 


This  book  is  dedicated  to  the  memory  of  William  J.  Sipsey,  Master  of 
the  Hood  and  Leahy  Schools  from  1952  until  his  death  on  May  18,  1973. 

Mr.  Sipsey’s  scholastic  record  included  a B.A.  in  English  from  Boston 
College  in  1948,  a master’s  degree  with  distinction  in  Education  in  1963. 
He  received  three  National  Science  Foundation  grants  for  the  study  of 
modem  mathematics  in  the  elementary  grades.  In  1966,  Mr.  Sipsey  attended 
a NDEA  institute  for  reading  for  elementary  administrators.  In  1968,  he 
took  part  in  an  SRA  workshop  for  the  ungraded  school. 

Mr.  Sipsey,  using  all  of  his  expertise,  moved  forward  in  1972  and 
changed  the  tradition-bound  Leahy  School  into  an  open-ungraded  school 
where  learning  took  place  in  a more  relaxed  environment,  and  where  the 
affective  domain  was  just  as  important  as  the  cognitive  in  the  development 
of  the  whole  child. 

Mr.  Sipsey  was  more  than  a gifted  scholar,  more  than  a contributing 
member  of  professional  organizations;  he  was  a dedicated  teacher  who, 
depending  on  your  personal  bias,  either  led  or  pushed  the  Lawrence  Public 
Schools  to  higher  aspirations.  Mr.  Sipsey  was  in  the  final  analysis  a gentle- 
man. He  was  a strong  viable  leader,  a colorful,  forceful  and  logical  master 
who  investigated  the  newest  and  fought  for  the  best.  He  is  sorely  missed  in 
Lawrence  for  he  constantly  reminded  all  of  their  obligations  as  humani- 
tarian leaders  of  our  youth.

SUPERINTENDENTS  REPORT 


REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

1973 

In  submitting  this  report  of  my  first  complete  year  as  Superintendent 
of  Schools  in  Lawrence,  the  emphasis  will  be  on  changes  that  occurred 
during  1973  — changes  which  were  aimed  at  developing  the  Lawrence 
Public  Schools  into  a dynamic,  stimulating,  productive  force  constantly 
striving  to  develop  the  full  potential  of  the  children  of  Lawrence.  It  is  only 
natural  for  me  to  outline  the  report  in  this  fashion  since  it  is  my  belief  that 
the  primary  function  of  a Superintendent  of  Schools  is  that  of  acting  as  an 
agent  of  change  in  the  educational  process.  This  report,  then,  is  really  a 
listing  of  the  changes  I believe  have  occurred  in  the  school  system  in  the 
last  year  and  they  have  been  grouped  under  the  title  of  “IMPROVE- 
MENTS” in  four  different  areas  of  the  schools’  operation,  with  an  additional 
section  entitled  “OTHER  CHANGES.” 

IMPROVEMENTS  OF  ADMINISTRATIVE  PROCEDURES 

a.  Improvement  of  Budgetary  Procedures. 

Certain  positive  steps  were  taken  in  1973  to  make  the  school  budgetary 
process  more  understanding  and  effective.  First  of  all,  an  attempt  has  been 
made  to  decentralize  a good  part  of  the  school  system  as  far  as  determining 
educational  needs  to  be  translated  into  budgetary  requests  and  for  the  first 
time,  teachers  and  principals  alike  are  having  a say  in  the  manner  in  which 
monies  will  be  spent  for  the  education  of  the  children  in  their  care.  Forms 
have  been  developed  under  the  direction  of  Assistant  Superintendent  Zaik 
in  which  principals  will  be  better  able  to  describe  and  defend  their  requests 
for  budget  monies  and  after  appropriatons  have  been  made,  they  will  have 
specific  amounts  in  which  they  may  operate.  There  is  no  question  that  it  will 
take  time  before  principals  and  teachers  alike  become  used  to  this  process 
but  it  is  amazing  how  important  it  is  to  people  “on  the  line”  to  realize  that 
they  are  going  to  have  a ‘say’  in  such  decision  making,  and  I feel  they  will 
use  this  additional  responsibility  in  a prudent  and  worthwhile  manner. 

Secondly,  a Federal  and  State  Classification  Accounting  Number  System 
has  been  established  so  that  with  the  proper  accounting  machine,  it  will  be 
possible  to  provide  a cost  analysis  on  many  kinds  of  programs  and  a system 
of  expenditure  accounting  and  encumbering  accounting  can  eventually  be 
established. 

Finally,  it  is  hoped  that  it  will  be  possible  to  put  the  1974-75  School 
Budget  on  the  computer  at  the  Lawrence  Regional  Vocational  High  School. 
It  is  almost  inconceivable  to  me  that  until  now,  a budget  of  the  size  neces- 
sary for  the  operation  of  the  Lawrence  public  schools  has  been  accounted 
for  by  hand  as  far  as  the  accounts  payable  portion  of  the  budget  is  con- 
cerned. Fortunately,  the  payroll  section  of  the  budget  is,  at  least,  com- 
puterized at  a local  bank.  But  in  the  accounts  payable  portion  of  the  budget, 
up  until  this  time,  it  has  been  impossible  to  encumber  accounts,  and  there 
are  times  when  no  one  can  be  certain  as  to  what  funds  have  been  ex- 
pended. In  fact,  until  bills  are  received,  perhaps  two  or  three  months  after 
purchase  orders  have  been  processed,  it  is  almost  impossible  to  estimate 
the  balance  of  some  accounts.  After  some  experience  in  using  the  com- 
puter for  such  a purpose,  it  should  be  possible  to  record  actual  expendi- 
tures, estimated  encumbrances  and  tentative  balances  in  the  various 
accounts  with  such  a report  being  presented  to  the  School  Committee  on  a 
monthly  basis. 
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b.  Regionalization. 

The  Superintendents  of  Schools  in  North  Andover,  Andover,  Methuen, 
the  Lawrence  Regional  Vocational  School  and  Lawrence,  as  well  as  the 
Director  of  the  State  Regional  Office,  have  been  examining  possible  ways 
for  further  regionalization  in  order  to  bring  about  more  efficient  and  eco- 
nomy in  the  operation  of  the  schools.  As  a result  of  the  stimulation  of  this 
group,  studies  have  been  made  by  personnel  from  the  school  systems 
involved,  concerning  the  following  possible  areas  of  regionalization: 

a.  Transportation  of  Special  Education  students  to  private  or  public 
institutions. 

b.  The  possibility  of  conducting  regionalized  in-service  programs 
for  staff  members  from  all  of  the  school  systems  involved. 

c.  The  possibility  of  purchasing  many  school  supplies  and  equip- 
ment on  a regional  basis. 

d.  The  possibility  of  using  the  computer  at  the  Lawrence  Regional 
Vocational  High  School  for  such  purposes  as  scheduling  of 
secondary  students,  the  provision  of  pupil  data  such  as  atten- 
dance, records,  etc.,  and  financial  accounting  for  the  Central 
Office  in  any  of  the  school  systems. 

It  should  also  be  noted  that  as  a result  of  the  efforts  of  this  group  of 
superintendents,  federal  monies  have  been  obtained  to  pay  for  the  salary 
of  a Regional  Coordinator  to  study  the  advisability  of  regionalizing  the 
care  of  certain  Low-Incident  Disability  Children  under  the  provisions  of 
Chapter  766  of  the  State  Legislature.  It  is  anticipated  that  as  a result  of 
this  action,  a formal  collaborative  between  the  towns  named  may  be  formed 
for  the  purpose  of  regionalization  in  any  economical  ways  possible  to 
better  fulfill  the  demands  of  Chapter  766. 

IMPROVEMENT  OF  SCHOOL  FACILITIES 

As  a result  of  a policy  recommended  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  adopted  by  the  Lawrence  School  Committee,  and  because  of  personal 
contact  with  Alderman  Reming  by  the  Superintendent  of  Schools,  im- 
proved procedures  have  been  developed  between  the  two  departments 
resulting  in  the  facility  needs  of  the  various  schools  being  better  met  by  the 
Public  Property  Department  and  a better  system  of  follow-up  and  reporting 
is  now  in  effect. 

However,  the  real  needs  of  the  Lawrence  public  schools,  as  far  as  the 
various  buildings  are  concerned,  cannot  be  met  by  figuratively  “applying 
bandaids”  and  making  repairs  on  a piecemeal  basis.  A master  plan  must  be 
prepared  which  will  provide  the  following  information  for  the  School 
Committee  and  the  City: 

a.  Which  buildings  are  in  such  poor  physical  condition  that  no 
further  money  should  be  used  to  provide  repairs  and  the  possible 
date  when  usage  of  such  buildings  should  cease. 

b.  Which  buildings  will  need  renovations  and  repairs. 

c.  What  additions  should  be  made  to  existing  plant. 

d.  What  new  buildings  should  be  constructed  in  order  to  best  pro- 
vide for  the  housing  of  students  under  the  organizational  plan 
determined  to  be  most  educationally  desirable. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  by  contracting  with  the  New  England  School 
Development  Council  to  develop  such  a master  plan,  there  is  a better 
chance  that  in  the  long  run,  monies  will  be  more  wisely  spent  and  facilities 
more  effectively  used. 
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IMPROVEMENT  IN  RELATIONSHIPS  AMONG  PERSONNEL 

In  a school  system  of  the  size  of  Lawrence,  it  is  possible  for  poor  com- 
munications to  exist  at  every  level  resulting  in  poor  morale.  Under  such 
conditions,  it  is  possible  for  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  other  top 
administrators  to  become  isolated  from  the  rest  of  the  school  system.  An 
attempt  has  been  made,  through  the  following  councils,  to  insure  that  there 
is  thorough  discussion  before  and  complete  understanding  after  decisions 
are  made,  quite  often  enabling  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  to  provide  an- 
swers to  irritations  that  might  have  festered  without  such  an  opportunity 
for  discussion. 

a.  Central  Office  Council 

This  council  meets  weekly  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
and  is  composed  of  the  Assistant  Superintendent,  the  Director  of 
Elementary  Education,  the  Director  of  Pupil  Services,  the  Coord- 
inator of  Title  I and  the  Coordinator  of  Bilingual  Education.  Over- 
all planning  for  the  operation  of  the  schools  occurs  within  this 
council. 

b.  Administrative  Council 

This  council  is  composed  of  all  of  the  coordinators,  directors 
and  principals  of  the  school  system  and  meets  monthly  with  the 
Superintendent  of  Schools.  Through  this  council,  administrators 
at  all  levels  have  an  opportunity  to  participate  in  discussion  and 
decision  making  at  the  managerial  level. 

c.  Teachers’  Advisory  Council 

Representative  teachers  from  every  school  in  the  system,  elected 
by  the  staff  in  each  school,  meet  monthly  with  the  Superintendent 
of  Schools.  At  these  meetings,  the  teachers  and  the  Superintendent 
may  discuss  any  subject  that  does  not  relate  to  personalities  or 
negotiatons.  Through  this  council,  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
has  an  opportunity  to  receive  the  opinions  of  the  teachers  who  are 
out  on  the  line  and,  occasionally  will  utilize  this  group  as  a sounding 
board  for  ideas  that  may  be  proposed  for  the  good  of  the  school 
system. 

In  addition  to  these  formal  council  meetings,  the  Assistant 
Superintendent  and  the  Director  of  Elementary  Education,  as  well 
as  the  Superinendent  of  Schools,  at  times,  will  meet  with  principals 
from  the  various  levels  for  particular  problems  which  need  to  be 
solved  and,  of  course,  many  individual  conferences  are  going  on 
throughout  each  school  year. 

The  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  made  a particular  effort  to 
improve  the  image  of  the  principals  of  the  various  schools.  By  in- 
cluding them  in  helping  to  make  many  of  the  decisions  related  to 
the  operation  of  the  schools,  asking  them  to  participate  in  choosing 
staff  members  for  their  own  schools,  in  addition  to  their  being  able 
to  work  with  their  staff  in  the  selection  of  supplies  and  texts,  the 
office  of  principal  in  the  Lawrence  public  schools  has  a status  it  did 
not  previously  have.  In  every  way,  the  principal  has  been  let  known 
that  he  is  responsible  for  everything  that  goes  on  in  his  school,  from 
the  educational  program  to  the  maintenance  and  care  of  the  faci- 
lities. A management  by  objectives  approach  is  beginning  to  be  used 
to  bring  about  more  effective  leadership  among  the  various  prin- 
cipals and  selected  principals  have  been  chosen  to  participate  in  a 
workshop  conducted  by  Western  Electric  on  management  tech- 
niques common  to  both  industry  and  the  schools. 
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In  addition  to  the  above,  a variety  of  means  have  been  taken  to  bring 
about  better  communications  within  the  school  system  and  a better  under- 
standing of  the  relationships  between  levels  of  personnel.  An  example  of 
some  of  the  steps  that  have  been  taken  are  as  follows: 

1.  The  Development  of  a School  Committee  Policy  Book. 

Although  just  a beginning  has  been  made  in  establishing  policies 
of  the  School  Committee,  as  time  goes  along  and  more  and  more 
policies  are  developed,  all  staff  members  will  have  a better  under- 
standing of  the  guiding  policies  of  the  School  Committee  which 
will  govern  the  operation  of  the  school  system. 

2.  The  Development  of  Job  Descriptions. 

Job  descriptions  are  being  developed  for  all  classifications  of 
positions  in  the  school  system.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  more 
definitely  describe  the  functions  of  each  position  so  that  evaluation 
of  performance  can  be  made  in  terms  of  these  functions,  and  to 
clearly  distinguish  line  and  staff  relationships. 

3.  The  Appointment  of  New  Personnel. 

The  development  of  administrative  guidelines  whereby  all 
new  personnel  are  chosen  on  the  basis  of  judgments  of  more  than 
one  person  and  only  chosen  on  the  basis  of  potential  competency  in 
the  position  to  be  filled,  has  resulted  in  the  selection  of  a very 
fine  choice  of  teachers  and  administrators  during  the  past  year. 

4.  An  Orientation  Program  For  New  Teachers. 

An  Orientation  Program  For  New  Teachers  was  prepared  with 
the  help  of  teachers  for  the  first  time  this  year  and  provided  an 
excellent  introduction  to  the  school  year. 

5.  Improved  Evaluation  Procedures. 

A Joint  Committee  of  teachers  and  administrators  are  studying 
evaluation  of  instruction  primarily  as  a procedure  for  continuously 
improving  competency.  The  results  of  this  study  may  be  far  reach- 
ing in  the  attitudes  teachers  have  for  administrators  and  vice  versa 
and  in  the  constant  improvement  of  instruction.  In  the  meantime, 
while  this  study  is  being  taken,  administrators  are  being  urged  to  be 
more  specific  in  their  analysis  of  instruction,  to  encourage  self- 
evaluation,  and  to  help  teachers  set  personal  goals  that  are  to  be 
achieved  within  time  periods. 

6.  Negotiations  With  The  Various  Unions. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  function  of  the  Superintendent  of  Schools 
in  relation  to  negotiations  with  the  various  unions  is  to  serve  as  an 
advisor  to  the  School  Committee  both  in  reacting  to  proposals  from 
the  various  unions  and  to  the  recommending  of  proposals  from  the 
Committee.  During  the  past  year,  it  has  seemed  necessary  for 
the  Superintendent  to  make  several  proposals  in  negotiations  with 
all  unions  which,  for  the  first  time,  has  meant  that  the  School 
Committee  has  asked  for  something  in  return  for  something  gained. 
In  making  all  such  recommendations,  the  Superintendent  has,  and 
will  continue  to  recommend  only  those  proposals  which  seem  to  be 
best  for  the  overall  operation  for  the  school  system.  It  should  be 
stated  that  though  there  are  certainly  differences  between  the 
viewpoints  of  the  Superintendent  and  the  leaders  of  the  various 
unions  that  the  personal  relationship  between  the  Superinten- 
dent and  these  leaders  thus  far  has  been  excellent. 
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IMPROVEMENT  OF  THE  INSTRUCTIONAL  PROGRAM 

It  would  seem  that  the  improvement  of  the  Instructional  Program  can 
best  be  attained  by  the  development  of  a curriculum  that  is  meaningful  and 
relevant  to  students  and  by  constant  improvement  in  the  methodology  and 
background  of  the  school  staff.  In  order  to  coordinate  curriculum  develop- 
ment in  the  school  system,  a Curriculum  Council  has  been  formed  com- 
posed of  representative  teachers  and  administrators  and  led  by  the  Assis- 
tant Superintendent  in  charge  of  instruction.  This  Council  will  determine 
the  curriculum  needs  for  the  school  system  and  the  directions  that  such 
development  will  take.  Such  a Council  has  representative  members  from 
each  of  the  levels,  elementary,  junior  and  senior  high  and  should  do  much 
to  bring  about  more  coordination  between  these  levels.  Eventually,  this 
Council  will  set  the  pattern  of  curriculum  development  that  will  be  utilized 
throughout  the  system. 

Another  Council  of  equal  importance  is  the  In-Service  Advisory  Coun- 
cil. This  Council,  made  up  of  similar  teacher  and  administrative  represen- 
tatives, will  be  responsible  for  setting  the  requirements  and  determining 
the  direction  that  workshops  and  In-Service  Programs  will  take  for  the  staff 
of  the  school  system.  An  attempt  is  being  made  to  develop  the  attitude 
that  In-Service  Training,  for  both  administrators  and  faculty  should  be  an 
on-going,  continuous  process.  The  establishment  of  release  time  for  staff 
members  at  all  levels  has  meant  that  much  closer  cooperation  can  be  at- 
tained between  the  elementary  and  junior  high  and  between  the  junior  and 
high  school  facilities.  In  addition,  it  may  be  of  interest  to  note  that  the 
Methuen  Public  School  system  plans  to  have  its  release  time,  on  similar 
days  as  Lawrence  next  year,  so  that  there  can  be  cooperation  even  between 
communities.  When  considering  the  improvement  of  the  Instructional 
Program,  special  mention  must  be  given  to  certain  segments  of  the  Instruc- 
tional Program. 

1.  Special  Education. 

Definite  strides  have  been  taken  in  the  effort  to  help  students 
with  special  needs.  As  an  example,  the  integration  of  handicapped 
children  into  the  neighborhood  schools  has  been  accomplished  and 
the  process  seems  to  be  improving  with  each  year  of  operation.  In- 
creased service  and  staff  has  been  given  learning  disabled  stu- 
dents within  the  system.  The  program  for  autistic  children,  one  of 
the  only  programs  of  this  kind  in  the  state,  has  been  enlarged  upon 
and  continues  to  be  more  successful  than  hoped  for  with  the 
children  in  its  care.  The  movement  of  cerebral  palsy  children  from 
a hospital  to  a school  setting  has  been  done  and  appears  to  be 
working  well  at  both  the  elementary  and  secondary  levels.  Rather 
intensive  preparation  has  been  made  for  the  implementation  of 
Chapter  766  and  three  Core  Evaluation  Teams  have  been  planned 
which,  when  they  are  in  operation,  will  greatly  assist  the  entire 
program  in  diagnosis  and  the  establishment  of  prescribed  therapy. 
In  addition,  a workshop  financed  with  federal  funds  is  presently 
being  conducted  for  representative  regular  classroom  teachers  in 
order  that  they  may  clearly  understand  the  implications  of  Chapter 
766  as  it  affects  them  in  their  classrooms. 

2.  The  First  Draft  of  Educational  Specifications  For  a New 
High  School 

Mr.  Zaik  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of  Schools  has  involved 
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everyone  possible  in  the  development  of  educational  specifications 
for  the  high  school  and  whether  there  is  eventually  a new  building 
or  not,  these  specifications  should  point  the  direction  for  secondary 
education  in  Lawrence  for  many  years  to  come. 

3.  The  Development  of  an  Occupational  Career  Approach 
to  Education  in  Lawrence. 

Primarily,  to  provide  more  motivation  for  students  who  do  not 
intend  to  further  education  in  college,  a career  approach  will  be 
conducted  in  the  schools  of  Lawrence  culminating  in  a compre- 
hensive placement  services  program  that  will  aim  at  placing  every 
student  who  graduates  from  Lawrence  High  School  into  some  kind 
of  work  or  school. 

4.  The  Expansion  of  Individually  Guided  Education  in 
the  Elementary  Schools. 

The  expansion  of  this  program  into  three  or  four  more  elemen- 
tary schools  during  the  next  school  year  will  undoubtedly  do  much 
towards  encouraging  teachers  to  work  in  teams,  to  bring  about 
more  differentiation  of  staff  assignments,  and  to  encourage  teachers 
in  playing  a part  in  the  decision  making  related  to  the  educational 
process. 

5.  Full  Implementation  of  the  Massachusetts  Transitional 
Bilingual  Education  Law. 

Although  there  are  procedures  within  this  program  which  need 
to  be  perfected,  in  my  opinion  within  a very  brief  time,  the  Law- 
rence public  schools  have  made  a gallant  effort  to  implement  this 
law.  Every  effort  will  be  made  in  the  future  to  perfect  more  fully, 
procedures  which  have  already  been  developed  and  introduce  new 
procedures  as  deemed  necessary. 

6.  The  Development  of  an  Educational  Philosophy  for 
the  Entire  School  System. 

The  guidelines  developed  in  this  philosophy,  in  effect,  are 
the  broad  goals  towards  which  all  education  in  the  Lawrence  Public 
Schools  should  be  aimed.  This  means  that  in  further  development 
of  curriculum,  the  objectives  for  the  various  subject  matter  areas 
should  be  included  only  as  they  assist  in  reaching  the  broad  aims 
of  this  philosophy. 

7.  The  Establishment  of  an  Adult  Basic  Education  Center. 

With  the  establishment  of  this  center  in  a storefront  on  Essex 
Street  in  Lawrence,  easily  accessible  to  adults  of  the  community 
who  may  be  in  need  of  Adult  Basic  Education,  the  Lawrence  School 
System  has  greatly  strengthened  adult  education  and  should  attract 
greater  participation  from  people  in  the  community  than  heretofore. 
The  Center  will  be  open  from  morning  to  night  and  will  provide 
opportunities  for  adults  to  learn  basic  education  in  pleasant  sur- 
roundings and  in  a location  within  walking  distance  of  their  homes 
or  accessible  to  public  transportation. 

OTHER  CHANGES 

1.  The  election  of  Mr.  Ernest  E.  Zaik  as  Assistant  Superintendent  of 
Schools  for  the  period  February  20,  1973  to  February  20,  1974. 

2.  The  final  settlement  of  the  1967  Teachers’  strike.  As  a result  of 
action  by  the  School  Committee,  the  Lawrence  Teachers  Union  agreed  that 
there  would  be  no  appeal  in  the  case  of  Messer,  et  al  versus  City  of  Law- 
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rence,  File  No.  31999  with  the  Union  agreeing  to  accept  the  waiving  of  one 
day’s  pay  and  10%  interest  due  them  in  the  case. 

3.  The  receipt  of  an  evaluation  report  of  the  Autistic  Program  from 
Dr.  Raymond  C.  Yerkes,  Coordinator  of  Mental  Health  Services  to  children 
in  the  Greater  Lawrence  Mental  Health  area  and  affirmative  action  con- 
cerning the  recommendation  that  this  program  be  continued. 

4.  The  adoption  of  an  18-month  School  Budget  as  required  by  state 
law  in  order  to  effect  a change  from  a calendar  financial  year  to  a fiscal 
financial  year  that  will  extend  from  July  1 until  June  30th  beginning  July  1, 
1974. 

5.  The  inauguration  of  a Hot  Lunch  Program  for  the  elementary  grades. 

6.  The  adoption  of  a Discipline  Code  for  the  Lawrence  Public  Schools 
as  required  by  Chapter  467  of  the  Acts  of  1972. 

7.  The  approval  for  the  transportation  of  pupils  attending  non-public 
schools  outside  the  City  of  Lawrence,  providing  the  following  conditions 
are  met: 

a.  Students  must  be  transported  to  such  schools  on  a public  trans- 
portation system.  This  requirement  is  necessary  for  the  city  to 
receive  the  maximum  reimbursement  for  such  transportation. 

b.  The  annual  per  pupil  cost  of  such  transportation  not  to  exceed 
the  annual  per  pupil  cost  for  transporting  public  school  students. 

8.  The  adoption  of  a policy  related  to  the  Band  Program  which  allowed 
the  program  to  be  conducted  within  the  school  day  and  to  be  eligible  for 
credit. 

9.  The  receipt  of  a letter  from  the  New  England  Association  of  Schools 
and  Colleges,  accrediting  agent  for  the  New  England  area,  informing  the 
principal  of  Lawrence  High  School  of  the  Visiting  Committee  scheduled 
November  4 to  November  6,  1974. 

10.  The  approval  by  the  School  Committee  of  the  Shawsheen  and 
Costello  Park  area  as  the  site  for  a new  high  school  to  be  constructed, 
providing  the  following  conditions  can  be  met: 

a.  That  it  can  be  certified  by  an  architect  that  the  flood  information 
provided  by  the  U.S.  Department  of  Army  Engineers  can  be 
reconciled  with  the  actual  conditions  found  to  be  present  and 
that  the  architect  feels  that  conditions  are  such  that  the  high 
school  could  be  constructed  in  that  area. 

b.  That  requirements  of  the  Massachusetts  Department  of  Natural 
Resources,  Division  of  Conservation  Services  and  the  Massa- 
chusetts Department  of  Waterways  are  able  to  be  fulfilled. 

11.  The  establishment  of  a position  entitled  “Coordinator  of  Instruc- 
tional Media  and  Public  Relations.” 

12.  The  establishment  of  a position  entitled  “Director  of  Pupil 
Services.” 

13.  The  election  of  Mr.  Peter  M.  Smith  as  Principal  of  Lawrence  High 
School,  to  be  effective  in  the  middle  of  July,  1973.  Mention  should  be  made 
of  the  Search  Committee  composed  of  teachers  and  students  from  Law- 
rence High  School  who  assisted  in  the  original  screening  of  candidates  for 
this  position. 

14.  The  transfer  of  Mrs.  Elizabeth  T.  Murphy  from  the  position  of 
Principal  at  the  Leonard  School  to  that  of  Principal  of  the  Frost  School, 
effective  July  1,  1973. 

15.  The  appointment  of  Julia  I.  Murphy  as  Assistant  Teaching  Prin- 
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cipal  at  the  Lawlor  School  for  the  School  Year  1973-1974  during  the 
absence  of  Miss  Cahill  on  a Sabbatical  Leave. 

16.  The  election  of  Mr.  Louis  A.  Bruso,  Jr.  as  Music  Instructor  and 
Band  Director  for  the  School  Year  1973-1974,  effective  September  1,  1973. 

17.  Approval  of  the  following  actions  related  to  interscholastic  athletics: 

a.  The  Lawrence  Public  Schools  participation  in  the  Merrimack 
Valley  Conference  for  interscholastic  athletics. 

b.  The  introduction  of  Girls’  Field  Hockey  at  Lawrence  High 
School  for  the  School  Year  1973-1974. 

18.  The  approval  of  the  job  description  for  the  position  of  Community 
Liaison  Coordinator. 

19.  The  appointment  of  a Bilingual  Guidance  Counselor  at  Lawrence 
High  School  for  the  School  Year  1973-1974  — Sharon  M.  Benveniste. 

20.  The  transfer  of  Miss  Regina  McCarthy  from  the  Rollins  School  to 
the  Leonard  School,  effective  July  1,  1973. 

21.  The  election  of  Mr.  Joseph  Twomey,  Jr.,  as  Principal  of  the  Francis 
M.  Leahy  School,  effective  July  1,  1973. 

22.  The  election  of  Mr.  James  F.  Scully  as  Supervising  Assistant  Prin- 
cipal of  the  A. B.  Bruce  School. 

23.  The  election  of  Mr.  Horace  Sarabia  as  Supervising  Assistant  Prin- 
cipal at  Lawrence  High  School  for  the  School  Year  1973-1974. 

24.  The  transfer  of  Mrs.  Claire  A.  Kennedy  from  the  Principalship 
of  the  Park  Street  School  to  that  of  the  Rollins  Elementary  School  for  the 
School  Year  1973-1974. 

25.  The  adoption  of  a job  description  for  Senior  High  School  Librarian 
position. 

26.  The  election  of  Miss  Denise  McCarthy  as  Principal  of  the  Park 
Street  School  for  the  School  Year  1973-1974. 

27.  The  use  of  the  Essex  County  Training  School  for  a gymnasium  to 
be  used  by  students  from  the  Oliver  Junior  High  School  and  for  offices  for 
the  administrative  staff  of  the  Lawrence  Public  Schools. 

28.  The  survey  of  the  Lawrence  Non-English  Speaking  Program  con- 
ducted by  the  Division  of  Curriculum  Instruction  Bureau  of  Transitional 
Bilingual  Education  Department,  Commonwealth  of  Massachusetts,  Feb- 
ruary, 1973. 

29.  The  approval  of  specifications  entitled  “Invitation  for  Proposals 
for  a School  Plant  Survey”  on  November  12,  1973. 

PERSONAL  VIEWPOINTS  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT 
OF  SCHOOLS 

Finally,  it  should  be  noted  that  there  are  three  (3)  broad  directions  in 
which  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  attempting  to  guide  the  educational 
program  in  the  Lawrence  Public  Schools: 
a.  Individualization  of  Instruction. 

Although  it  will  take  time  to  do  so,  efforts  should  be  made  to  indivi- 
dualize instruction  as  much  as  possible  from  the  time  a child  enters  the 
public  schools  in  kindergarten  until  he  graduates  from  Grade  12.  In 
order  to  do  this,  it  will  be  necessary  to  provide  different  kinds  of  learn- 
ing materials,  textbooks  of  different  levels,  high  interest  - low  vocabu- 
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lary  material  at  the  secondary  level,  and  other  kinds  of  materials  where 
an  individual  student  can  be  encouraged  and  stimulated  to  reach  his 
own  potential  but  at  his  own  rate  of  speed. 

b.  A Variety  of  Learning  Activities. 

As  mentioned  in  “a.”  above,  different  types  of  materials  are 
needed  if  only  to  adjust  to  the  different  levels  of  abilities  found  in 
every  classroom.  In  addition,  however,  a variety  of  learning  activities 
also  provides  stimulation  and  motivation  for  learners  and  this  is  neces- 
sary if  real  learning  is  to  take  place.  Again,  over  a period  of  time,  it  is 
hoped  instructional  media  centers  can  be  developed  for  each  school  and 
an  effort  made  to  provide  a kind  of  learning  program  not  dependent 
upon  the  textbook  alone. 

c.  The  Self-Image  of  Students. 

Every  effort  is  being  made  to  discuss  with  teachers  the  importance 
of  the  self-image  of  each  student.  Such  self-image  is  largely  determined 
by  the  image  the  student  thinks  other  people  have  of  him.  With  a 
positive  self-image,  learning  is  more  apt  to  take  place.  It  is  necessary 
that  teachers  and  administrators  try  to  prevent  school  from  being  a 
series  of  failures  for  some  students  and  attempt  to  help  develop 
the  image  of  students,  help  them  solve  their  individual  problems  in 
order  that  they  may  feel  success.  Educational  research  has  shown  that 
the  expectations  a teacher  has  for  her  students  is  one  of  the  most  influ- 
ential, motivational  sources  of  learning. 

SUMMARY 

By  listing  the  changes  as  described  above  that  have  occurred  in  the 
Lawrence  Public  Schools  during  the  past  year,  there  is  no  intention  that  the 
impression  be  given  that  there  are  now  no  problems  to  be  faced  by 
the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  Lawrence  School  Committee  in 
the  operation  of  the  schools.  On  the  contrary,  while  changes  should  be 
gradual  to  be  effective,  it  can  sometimes  be  so  slow  as  to  appear  negli- 
gible. Sometimes  resistance  in  the  form  of  apathy  or  opposition  based  upon 
emotional  reasoning  rather  than  sound  logic  can  make  some  days  for  the 
Superintendent  extremely  discouraging.  In  such  instances,  satisfaction  must 
be  gained,  from  whatever  progress  is  made  towards  goals  desired  in  sound 
educational  processes.  It  must  be  kept  in  mind  that  the  report  given  above, 
represents  only  a substantial  beginning.  It  represents  a collective  effort 
and  an  on-going  process  toward  the  betterment  of  the  Lawrence  School 
System. 

None  of  this  would  have  been  possible  without  the  cooperation  and 
support  of  the  Lawrence  School  Committee.  At  times,  real  courage  has 
been  demonstrated  in  the  decisions  taken  by  the  Committee  in  its  effort  to 
constantly  improve  the  Lawrence  Public  Schools. 

It  is  my  hope  that  this  report  reflects  honestly  what  has  been  accom- 
plished in  the  selfless  efforts  of  many  during  a very  busy  year.
